Fire Chief Fred Pimental this 
week warned Albany merchants 
against the use of any night lights 
in their establishments that may 
endanger life and property through 





danger of fire, 
“A five watt electric light for 
every 100 square feet of floor 


space is permissable under’ present 
brown-out laws,” the Chief stated. 
“Tt must be remembered, however, 
that this does not include show 
windows or decorative lighting.” 

Chief Pimental believes that ad- 
herence to this rule and avoidance 
of the use of. any type. of lighting 
where kerosene or gasoline is used 
will benefit all concerned in reduc- 
ing the great hazard of destructive 
fires.
